County Grand Jury Thursday 
voiced 
concern 
over 
the 
increased amount of crime in 
S cott 
County, 
especially 
among juveniles. 
The 
jury, 
which 
was 
sworn in Dec. 19, reported 
results of its investigation to 
Judge 
Marshall 
Craig 
in 
Circuit Court. 
The grand jury said it was 
“appalled” at the level of 
such crimes as the illegal sale 
a n d 
c o n s u m p tio n 
o f 
marijuana and hard drugs and 
urged that no compromise be 
made in attempting to rid the 
county of these offenses. 
The grand jury reported 
receiving a full report from 
former Prosecuting Attorney 
Tom Gilmore and present 
prosecuting 
Attorney 
Jim 
Moore and. after talking to 
various officers involved in 


the investigation of the Dec. 
8, 
1969 
break- 
in 
and 
robbery of the Scott County 
Collector’s Office, concluded 
that 
all 
matters 
were 
promptly 
investigated 
and 
that 
there 
is 
insufficient 
evidence to warrant criminal 
prosecution of any person or 
persons. Until further facts 
may be brought to light, 
further investigation is not 
indicated, the jury said. 
A 
review 
of 
Sikeston 
p o lic e 
file s 
and 
the 
prosecuting 
attorney’s 
file 
was made relating to the 
shooting 
death 
of 
Kenny 
Ellison on Sept. 19, 1971 
with various police officers 
being called and interviewed. 
The 
jury inquired of the 
F e d e r a l 
B u r e a u 
o f 
Investigation as to its efforts 
to 
apprehend 
the 
alleged 
killer and all law officers 


appeared to be anxious and 
doing all they can do to 
apprehend the alleged killer, 
the jury reported. Various 
incentives have been offered 
to police officers to locate 
and assist in the arrest of the 
alleged 
killer.

mistake in the handling of 
the case it was waiting until 
21 days had elapsed before 
the F.B.I. was requested to 
enter the case. The previous 
status of the case prevented 
the grand jury from taking 
any action.

know 
who 
the 
pushers in the marijuana and 
hard 
drug 
operation 
are, 
where they live, where they 
hang out, their methods of 
dispensing, and the places of 
a c q u isitio n . 
With 
such 


information 
available 
the 
grand jury feels that it is up 
to 
the 
police 
officers 
to 
acquire 
the 
necessary 
evidence in order that the 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
and 
court may use whatever force 
necessary to deter this type 
of criminal activity. It was 
reported 
to 
the 
jury 
by 
police officers that much of 
the 
stealing 
from 
and 
breaking in of business places 
and homes is a result of drug 
consumers acquiring money 
and items for resale in order 
to purchase drugs. 
An 
interview 
with the 
juvenile officer by the jury 
revealed the three areas of 
crime 
which 
were 
more 
prevalent among the youth of 
Scott County 
were 
theft, 
alcohol and drugs. 
In view of the increased 
crime among the juveniles in 


Scott 
County, 
the 
jury 
recommended 
the 
county 
court 
provide 
necessary 
funds and personnel to work 
with juveniles who are in 
trouble. The jury felt that a 
two- county operation of the 
juvenile officer is too spread 
out 
and 
too 
thin 
to be 
effective. 
The jury recommended 
that two additional people be 
employed to serve in the area 
of supervision and probation 
if the juvenile officer and his 
staff continue to serve both 
S c o t t 
and 
Mississippi 
counties. If funds are not 
available to hire additional 
juvenile personnel, the jury 
suggests volunteer counseling 
be tried. 
Of particular concern to 
the 
grand 
jury 
was 
the 
repetition 
o f 
juveniles’ 
participation in thefts and 


vandalism while being under 
the 
supervision 
of 
the 
juvenile 
officer. 
The 
jury 
reported 
they 
believe 
restitution should be made 
by the juvenile and or his 
parents who is involved in 
property damage. 
The grand jury looked 
into the fencing of stolen 
merchandise, reporting that 
such operations are in Scott 
County. With police officers 
k n o w i n g 
about 
these 
dealings, the jury said they 
do not feel this is a major 
problem. 
Most of the taverns and 
package stores in the county 
were visited and inspected by 
members of the grand jury. 
At the time of inspection, 
each 
business 
displayed 
proper 
licenses 
and 
there 
were no minors present. Each 
tavern operator reported no 


alcoholic beverages were sold 
to minors and if they were in 
doubt 
they 
asked 
for 
identification cards. 
One of the concerns of 
the grand jury was that there 
is no one on duty at the 
county jail at night. The jury 
said this creates a situation 
where 
loss of life among 
prisoners might occur. It was 
suggested by the jury that a 
night officers on duty with 
access 
to 
a 
central radio 
system would be beneficial 
to all police agencies in Scott 
County. 
This 
arrangement 
would be helpful, especially 
fo r 
th e 
warning 
of 
approaching 
storms 
and 
other potential catastrophic 
situations. 
T h e 
j ury 
strongly 
r eco mmen ded 
that 
the 
County Court make available 
to 
th e 
sheriff’s 
office 


adequate funds to provide 
for a night officer at the 
county jail. The jury further 
recommended that funds be 
made available to the sheriff 
for the hiring of two deputy 
sheriffs to patrol the county 
at night. This will aid the 
small towns in better police 
protection and will enable 
the sheriff’s 
office to be 
more ready to respond to 
assistance 
requests 
from 
small 
towns 
and 
would 
curtail 
the 
high 
criminal 
activity. 
The 
grand 
jury 
also 
suggested that the sheriff’s 
office be moved into more 
spacious quarters, since this 
is one of the more important 
quarters in the county.

342 in the Senate. The average 
is six per House member and 
10 per senator.
